Haldeman, 
of Cedar 
Springs 
fame. 
The 
petition sets 
forth faithlessness and cruelty. The 
doctor filed his answer and admitted 
the faithlessness, 
but 
denied the 
cruelty. 
The third party was Miss Cora 
Leach, a handsome and very 
ac­ 
complished 
young lady, aged 
22 
years, 
who came 
from 
the cele­ 
brated Blue Grass district of K e n ­ 
tucky, 
and who 
has lived in the 
doctor’s family for nearly four years. 
He claimed that his wife had full 
knowledge of the affair, and that it 
was carried on with her consent. 
Things moved along smoothly with 
the trio until about one year ago. 
Miss Leach was then sent to her 
Kentucky home to visit her relatives. 
Upon her return she was taken to 
Kokomo, Ind., and remained until 
her child was born. 
Shortly after 
that she was returned to the H alde­ 
man mansion, near New Paris, Ohio. 
Mrs. Haldeman soon concluded 
to leave, and repaiied to the house 
of hei relatives at West Alexandria, 
the same county, and then instituted 
divorce proceedings.

The doctor is about

The doctor has hereto­ 
fore posed as a moralist, and was 
at one time a public lecturer.
